Caller ID Blocker 

Your Radio Shack Caller ID Blocker keeps 
your calls private by blocking your number 
and name from being displayed when you 
make a call. One caller ID blocker works for 
all the phones that are on the same line in 
your house. Its features include: 

Tell-Tale Tone — Sounds a rapid 3-tone 
beep before the dial tone to let you know 
the Caller ID Blocker is working when you 
make a call. 

Cancel Option — Lets you cancel the call- 
er ID blocking function for a specific call by 
pressing the FLASH button or switchhook 
on your phone before you dial. 

BEFORE YOU BEGIN 

We have designed your Caller ID Blocker to 
conform to federal regulations, and you can 
connect it to most telephone lines. Howev- 
er, each device that you connect to the 
phone line draws power from the phone 
line. We refer to this power draw as the de- 
vice’s ringer equivalence number, or REN. 
The REN is shown on the bottom of your 
Caller ID Blocker’s base. 

If you are using more than one phone or 
other device on the line, add up all the 
RENs. If the total is more than five, your 
phone might not ring. In rural areas, a total 
REN of three might impair ringer operation. 
If ringer operation is impaired, remove a de- 
vice from the line. 


INSTALLATION 

1. Plug the supplied line cord into either 
end of the Caller ID Blocker. 

2. If necessary, unplug your phone cord 
from the wall jack. 

3. Plug the free end of the supplied line 
cord into the wall jack. 

4. Plug your phone cord into the unused 
end of the Caller ID Blocker. 


OPERATION 

The Caller ID Blocker works with any RJ1 1 
modular jack. To ensure proper operation, 
wait 3 seconds between calls. 

If you have more than one telephone with 
the same telephone number, connecting 
the Caller ID Blocker prevents your number 
and name from being displayed when you 
use any telephone with that number. 

If you subscribe to ‘‘Call Notes,” an answer- 
ing machine-type service provided by your 
telephone company, Caller ID Blocker pre- 
vents you from hearing the series of tones 
that indicates you have messages. To 
check for messages, wait for the Caller ID 
Blocker’s tell-tale tone, press the FLASH 
button or switchhook on your phone, then 
dial your access number and password. 

To use the Caller ID Blocker with an office 
telephone system, connect a separate Call- 
er ID Blocker between the main control unit 
and each telephone line. Do not connect 
the Caller ID Blocker directly to a telephone 
in the office system. 
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Using the Caller ID Blocker 
with a Modem 

To use the Caller ID Blocker with a modem, 
change the modem initialization string in 
your modem setup command to X3 (from 
X2 or X4). You can do this in the configura- 
tion menu of the terminal program, or sim- 
ply type “ATX3” on your communications 
screen before dialing the phone number. If 
you have problems, try inserting a comma 
before the phone number when you autodi- 
al. This adds a slight delay and gives the 
Caller ID Blocker a chance to produce the 
tell-tale tone. 


FCC STATEMENT 

This product complies with Part 68 of FCC 
Rules. You must, upon request, provide the 
FCC registration number and the REN to 
your phone company. These numbers are 
located on the bottom of your Caller ID 
Blocker’s base. 


Note: You must not connect your Caller ID 
Blocker to any of the following: 

• Coin-operated systems 

• Party-line systems 

• Most electronic key phone systems 

In the unlikely event that your Caller ID 
Blocker causes problems on the phone line, 
the phone company can temporarily dis- 
continue your service. If this happens, the 
phone company attempts to notify you in 
advance. If advance notice is not practical, 
the phone company notifies you as soon as 
possible and advises you of your right to file 
a complaint with the FCC. 

Also, the phone company can make chang- 
es to its lines, equipment, operations, or 
procedures that could affect the operation 
of the Caller I D Blocker. The phone compa- 
ny notifies you of these changes in ad- 
vance, so you can take the necessary steps 
to prevent interruption of your phone ser- 
vice.
